Quebec, July 11.—The collier Storstad 
Is held to blame for the Empress of 
Ireland disaster, In the findings of the 
wreck commission, handed down to¬ 
day. -The commission holds that the 
disaster was due to the Storstad's 
change of course ordered by the third 
officer, without instructions from the 
first officer, who was in charge of the 
collier at the ttme. The Empress was 
sunk in the St. Lawrence river on May 
29, with a loss of more than 1,000 lives. 

The report of the commission was 
react by Lord Mersey this morning. On ! 
the question of blame the report said: j 
»"We think that Capt. Kendall would j 
have been better advised If he had 
given the Storstad a wider berth and 
had navigated his ship so as to have 
passed the Storstad at a greater dis¬ 
tance on his beam than he originally 
Intended. We do not think, however, 
that his stopping, which was really 
done for greater caution, can be said 
to have been an unseamanlike act, nor 
ido w'e consider his failure to give the I 
wider berth a contributory cause of the 
disaster." 

Tufnest Considered Negligent. 

Dealing with the porting of the Stor- 
stad’s helm, the report says: 

"The commission Is unable to accept 
the view that it was done to counteract 
the effect of a current and as an act 
of prudent navigation. We are of the 
opinion that Chief Officer Tufness, of 
the Storstad. was negligent In omitting 
to call the captain when the fog was 
coming on. The captain Is the man who 
ought to have been there. Mr. Tufness 
says that he 


it made any llfe-savtng appliances on 
board of little use. Most, If not all, 
of the passengers were in bed when 
the vessel was struck and there was 
an Interval of only about 15 minutes 
between the collision and the founder¬ 
ing. The list'which the vessel took to 
starboard was so sudden and so great 
that the life-boats on the port side 
were rendered useless almost at once, 
some of them were Indeed worse than 
useless for they broke adrift and in¬ 
jured people as they clattered down 
the steep Incline. Of those on the I 
starboard side, only six were launched, 
although the best was done in the 
short time availabte to get them Into; 
the water. 

These circumstances lead us to sug- | 
gest that It might be desirable to con¬ 
sider whether rafts could not be 
placed In such a position on the upper 
deck that they would float automati¬ 
cally on the water as the ship sank. 
Such rafts would doubtless have to be 
attached to tho deck In such a way as 
to prevent them from getting adrift 
in bad weather, but the attachments 
might be of a simple kind which could 
he loosened In a very short time. 

Evidence of Galway. 

It has not been suggested during our 
inquiry that the catastrophe was In 
any way attributed to the steering by 
a man named Oalway, one of the quar- 1 
termasters of the Empress. He had 
n-.ade two voyages on this ship. He 
stated that on one occasion going up 
the river, and while he was at the 
wheel In a narrow passage below Que¬ 
bec, called the Traverse, the vessel 
behaved in an extraordinary manner, 
sheering to port against a port wheel 
and only missing by forty feet a 
schooner which wag apafoachlng. He

SEATS CONCEDED IN 
MANITOBA ELECTION 


Winnipeg, Man., July. ll.-^ELeetiou# iu Manitoba yesterday pro¬ 
vided a turnover that lias surprised the Conservative party. Of the 
forty-nine seats iti'rtie legislature it is to-day conceded that the Robliii 
government paqno.t.pQsptfiJy get a majority greater than seven if all 
from now on goes in its favor. This, however, is by no means certain. 

At the latest standing this morning there were twenty-four ad¬ 
mitted Conservative members and twenty-one admitted Liberal 
members. There is one seat, that of St. George, which yet 
is considered doubtful, although the Conservatives' claim it. The 
Liberal party, however, has considerable optimism in the matter, but 
neither side can put any reliance on it at the present stage of the 
count because it is an outlying constituency, and it will be some time 
before the definite returns are known. 

At Best Majority Only Can Be Small. 

There are three deferred elections in the province, and if the 
Conservatives were fortunate enough in the face of the blow which 
they received yesterday to win them all, and also secure the seat of 
St. George, the Roblin government would have only a majority of 
seven, with which Sir Rodmond would have great difficulty in carry¬ 
ing on the business of the province. 

In many seats the difference between the candidates was very 
narrow and recounts probably will be asked in some places.

reads: "The question os 
to who, If any one. is to blame for the 
collision in this case depends largely 
on which of the two stories put for¬ 
ward by the respective owners of the 
vessels is to be accepted. The main 
difference between the two Is to be 
found in the description of the way in 
which the two vessels were approach¬ 
ing each other at the time the Empress 
of Ireland changed her course after 
having obtained an offing from Father 
Point. 

Evidence Irreconcilable. 

"Father Point is the place at which 
the Empress of Ireland, the outward- 
bound ship, had dropped her pilot. Is 
the place also at which the Storstad, 
Inward bound, was to pick up her pilot. 
It is situated on the south side of the 
river. The witnesses from the Storstad 
says that they were approaching so as 
to pass red to red, while those from 
the Empress of Ireland says they were 
approaching so as to pass green. The 
stories are Irreconcilable, and we have 
to determine which is the more prob¬ 
able. Times, distances and bearings 
vary so much, even In the evidence of 
witnesses from the same ship, that It 
is Impossible to rely or to base conclu¬ 
sions upon them. We have therefore 
thought It advisable to found our con¬ 
clusions almost entirely upon other 
events, spoken to by the witnesses and 
upon their probable sequence in order 
to arrive at a solution of the difficulty. 

Suggestion made by the commis¬ 
sioners as to avoiding similar disas¬ 
ters in the future are as follows: 

1. In order to prevent If possible dis¬ 
asters such as that Into which we have 
been Inquiring, we think that in foggy 
weather it would be desirable to close 
all water-tight doors and port-holes 
below the top of the water-tight bulk¬ 
heads and to keep them closed until 
the fog has completely cleared. We 
think also that where practicable all 
water-tight doors and port-holes ber 
low the above level should be closed 
at sundown and kept closed until sun¬ 
rise. Precaution of the kind suggested 
would have the effect of securing the 
floatibtllty of the ship in accordance 
with the Intentions of the designer, 
whereas neglect of such precautions 
may lead to the foundering of a ves¬ 
sel which would otherwise have re¬ 
mained afloat.

New York, July 11.—In the federal 
court a ruling ts on record to-day 
which permits claimants to withdraw 
claims growing out of the loss of the 
steamship Titanic from admiralty liti¬ 
gation here, and prosecute damage 
suits in British courts. Under the 
British law. known as Lord Campbell's 
Liability act, claimants may recover 
$3,000,000 for the account of salvage, 
freight and passenger money, while the 
American statute limits recovery to 
$97,000. 

Action was brought on claims aggre¬ 
gating $18,000,000. Judge Hand's orders 
permit the claimants to proceed in 
British courts without prejudice to 
their rights of further action In this 
country. 


New York, July 11.—Seven thousand

Speech by Wireless and Or- Fire Boss Reported Gas in 
dinary Telephone Tested Seven Rooms Morning Ex- 
and Proved Successful plosion in Mine Occurred 


Saturday Evening Specials at 
Campbells Great July Sale 


New York, July 11.—For the first time 
since It was discovered that messages 
could be transmitted through the ether 
without the medium of wires a human 
voice on board the Tyler, at sea, was 
In long communication with the Herald 
offices, In Herald square. 

Every word that Dr. D. G. McCaa, 
an Inventor, of Lancaster, Pa., uttered 
from the deck of the Old Dominion line 
steamship was heard plainly In the 
editorial rooms of the Herald and 
through the medium of the telephone 
apparatus now in common use. 

A telephone instrument in the Herald 
rooms was connected by wine with an 
Instrument In the Herald radio station 
at the Battery. That Instrument was 
connected directly with the aerials, or 
antennae, high above the station. Those 
aerials caught the spoken voice of Dr. 
McCaa as it came through the ether 
from the Tyler as she steamed out to 
sea, and Instantly the voice was heard 
by the person holdirik the receiver to 
hls ear in Herald square. 

The test proves, according to experts, 
that wireless communication la upon 
the threshold of Its greatest forward 
step; that a person on shore, In hls 
home or hls office, may pick up the 
same telephone that he has been using 
for years to transmit land messages 
and 6e placed In communication quick¬ 
ly with any person on board a steam¬ 
ship at sea. 

Furthermore It means that every 
vessel at sea may now be In com¬ 
munication at all times with other ves¬ 
sels and with the land by tt simple ap¬ 
paratus that does not require a spe¬ 
cially drilled operator, as does the 
wireless telegraph. The master of a 
freight vessel may stand on hls bridge 
and speak In an ordinary voice into hls 
wireless telephone Instrument and be 
heard by' hls agents ashor© or by other 
vessels. 

Tests conducted demonstrated that 
the wireless telephone will more than 
double the capacity of all wireless tele¬ 
graph stations In that the voice la re¬ 
ceived and transmitted without Inter¬ 
fering with the dots and dashes of the 
telegraph system. Soon after the Tyler 
passed quarantine, Mr. McCaa got Into 
direct telephone communication with; 
th© Herald editorial rooms. 

"Hello. Herald radio station," came a 
voice »n the station at the Battery. 
This was answered by wireless tele- 


si anon was connected directly with the 
New York Telephone Company's sys¬ 
tem and a connection with the Herald’s 
editorial rooms was obtained. 

"Hello, hello. Herald,” came the voice 
as plainly as though the speaker were 
only a few feet away. "This Is Dr. Mc¬ 
Caa. I am on board the Tyler, bound 
out In the direction of Sandy Hook." 

To this the Herald replied by wire¬ 
less telegraphy, the radio station not 
being equipped with Dr. McCaa’s wire¬ 
less telephone transmitter: 

"Compliments. We hear you perfect¬ 
ly. How Is the weather In the Lower 
Bay?” 

Hardly was all of this wireless tele¬ 
graphy message off when the voice 
came back, as clear as at first: 

"We are having a severe thunder 


Hlllcrest, Alta., July 11.—With the 
examination of three more expert wit¬ 
nesses and the further examination of 
Fire Boss Ad lain, the evidence In the 
Hlllcrest mine enquiry, which has last¬ 
ed since July S, was concluded yester¬ 
day afternoon. There only remains 
the addresses of the counsel, which will 
be heard on Saturday, after which the 
enquiry will close, and Judge Carpen¬ 
ter will be In a position to go over the 
evidence and compile hls report. 

The evidence of the expert witnesses, 
R. G. Dr In nan, of Edmonton; T. Q. 
Hudson, of the Dominion department 
of mines, Ottawa, and J. T. Sterling, 
chief Inspector of mines for Alberta, 
was much mere conservative than that 
given by the former experts, Francis 
Aspinall and Norman Fraser. Mr. 
Drlnnan did not criticise the system of 
ventilation In the mine at all, nor con¬ 
sider that the mine was a dusty mine, 
or contained ah undue amount of gas. 
He thought the gas might have been 
exploded owing to some derangement 
In some part of tjte ventilation. 

Mr. Hudson also thought It was a gas 
explosion, but would not give any 
opinion as to the cause of Ignition. He 
would not call the mine unduly gassy 
or dusty. From the evidence of hls 
examination, Mr. Sterling thought that 
som« extraordinary and unforeseen 
combination of circumstances had been 
responsible for the explosion, and could 
not suggest how the gas had been 
Ignited. Samples of the dust had been 
sent away to be tested for explosive¬ 
ness, said Mr. Sterling, and It was 
agreed that the commission would take 
the result Into consideration In making 
Its report. 

The recalling of Fire Boss William 
Adlaln brought out some new facts 
about the amount of gas In the mine on 
the morning of the explosoln. Adlaln 
was on duty up till 6.30 on that morn¬ 
ing, and as recorded In hls former evi¬ 
dence, reported gas In seven rooms 
when he went off duty. It now de¬ 
velops that this gas was sufficient to j 
put out hls lamp as soon as It was 
placed In the room. Indicating that' 
there was considerable gas. Adlaln i 
said he had left instructions for the 
next boss to send In men to brattles 
these rooms off, but he did not know 
I whether this was done or not. 

| Hls honor called Mr. Hudson, who 


could not aay at wliat point. 

The last witness was Mr. Sterling, 
who said he could not say anything ex¬ 
cept that Ignition of gas, how. he could 
not say, had caused the explosion. If 
dust was shown to be explosive, he 
would conclude It had spread the ex¬ 
plosion. Spme unforeseen combination 
of circumstances. In hls opinion, had 
caused the explosion. 

Mr. Sterling also admitted that he 
had been surprised to hear from Ad- 
laln's evidence how much gas there 
was In the mine.

THE TWELFTH OF JULY. 


To-morrow will be the anniversary 
of the Battle of Aughrlm, July 12, 1691, 
In which the forces of William III., 
under General Glnkel, gained a de¬ 
cisive victory over the army of James 
II., commanded by the French General 
St. Ruth, who fell In the fight, and 
thus put a quietus on the efforts to 
restore the Stuarts to the throne of 
Great Britain. The Battle of the Boyne 
was fought on July 1 In the preceding 
year, so, strictly speaking, it Is not 
this memorable conflict which Is being 
honored so much as the triumphant 
climax of the campaign which saw the 
hopes of James Stuart forever blasted. 

But this campaign was merely a 
scene In the great drama which had 
.held the stage of Europe for years, the 
chief actors In which were Louis XIV., 
the Prince of Orange and a glittering 
array of military geniuses. For a long 
time the Grand Monarque of France 
had been the dominant prince of 
Christendom. Haughty, arrogant and 
ruthless, he had waged war upon the 
surrounding nations and through the 
brilliant achievements of his great

revolution. It places Obregon's army 
nearer to the capital than those of 
cither Villa or Gonzales.

TOGETHER IN ADVER81TY. 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt Is at outs 
with the Republican party. William 
Randolph Hearst, prince of the Yel¬ 
lows, who was in the city ytwterday 
for an hour or two, Is an 
exile from the Democratic party. Re¬ 
sult: Hearst has become an admirer 
of Roosevelt and we would not be 
surprised If the colonel thought that 
Hearst was not such a bad fellow after 
all. Thus doth adversity In politics 
establish sweet communion between 
Its victims. 

What a difference a few years mukel 
i Seven or eight years ago Willlum 
1 Randolph Hearst was a candidate 
for governor of New York In 
the Democratic interest against 
Charles Hughes, now of the United 
States Supreme Court. In that eam- 
' palgn the most dramatic incident was 
[ the participation of Elihu Root, Sec¬ 
retary of State in the federal cabinet, 
| who in a remarkable speech at Utica 
President Roosevelt 


The standing of the two political ( 
parties In Manitoba’s new legislature j 
Js doubtful, according to the latest re¬ 
turns, but the actual result Is not 
doubtful at all. It Is certain. The , 
Roblin machine, accounted the most 
perfect of its kind In the Dominion 
with the possible exception of that of 
British Columbia, Is smashed and the 
pieces shortly must fly apart. If Sir 
Rodmond has a majority, it is very small 
and uncertain. The Liberals, strength¬ 
ened in morale and with public opin¬ 
ion palpably supporting them, will be 
encouraged in combating the various 
Influences and interests which have 
been at the command of a discredited 
government for fourteen years, and it 
is evident therefore that the end of 
the Roblin-Rogers combination is not 
far off. 

Hon. "Bob,” recognizing the fact 
that a crisis was impending not only 
in Manitoba but in a much wider area, 
took an active and characteristic part 
in the campaign. He was not con¬ 
spicuous, but it was his hand that di¬ 
rected the operations of the machine. 
Hon. Dr. Roche also was there, dis¬ 
tributing favors, promises and more 
substantial things as Minister of the 
Interior In the Dominion government. 
Notwithstanding the combined Influ¬ 
ence of two governments thus exer¬ 
cised by agents admittedly the most 
unscrupulous, corrupt and resourceful 
in political life to-day, a majority 
which in the last legislature was 
more than two to one practically ha* 
been reduced to the point of ef- 
facement, and the probabilities axe 
that the courto will do tha rest, as 
there is no doubt that the government' 
in its desperation resorted to practices 
that will not oear Judicial scrutiny. 

The blow will prove a severe one to 
thfc Borden government. It counted 
upon Manitoba as one prairie province 
which would stand solidly behind it 
in denying the farmers access to their 
natural and most profitable markets, 
to support it in Its policy of catering 
to the interests of eastern protection¬ 
ists. But Manitoba has shown that 
the vote taken In the legislature 
unanimously favoring reciprocity was 
a real expression of fixed conviction. 
Local questions^ doubtless also played 
their part in producing the result, the 
record of the Roblin government be¬ 
ing what It is, but the general condi¬ 
tion to wh'ch the country has been re¬ 
duced since the ^dvent of the Borden 
government was not the least impor¬ 
tant factor in the conflict. A.l three 
of the prairie provinces practically are 
in line now, and their membership in 
the next Dominion house will % be 
largely Increased., A scandal has de¬ 
veloped which will drive the Conser¬ 
vative premier of New Brunswick out 
of public life. The condition of af¬ 
fairs in British Columbia is patent 
to all. 

On the whole, taking one considera¬ 
tion with another, -Conservatism may 
be said to be on the rocks In Canada, 
and Instead of a federal general elec¬ 
tion we may look for a rush for public 
positions on the part of the faithful as 
a refuge from the impending storm.

Men Coming Out From Eng¬ 
land for Algerine Likely to 
Go North on Cruiser 


Frank Waterhouse, Home 
From Old Country, Speaks 
of Developments 


John W, Moore, C. P, R.’s Se¬ 
nior Purser, Presented 
With Purse of Gold 


Owing to the fact that the Canadian 
Cruiser Rainbow has not a sufficient 
number of men standing by her to 
take her to sea, it is understood that 
the officers and men now en route 
from the old country to Esquhnalt to 
re-commlsslon the British sloop-of-war 
Algerine, will be ordered oh board tjie 
Dominion cruiser and that an addi¬ 
tional number from H.M.C.S. Niobe will 
make up the full complement. The 
Rainbow will not head for Behring sea 
for a couple of weeks yet. • 

As a result of the Shearwater and 
Algerine being in Mexican waters to 
protect British subjects and interests 
in the republic, the British govern¬ 
ment has no ship available on the Pa¬ 
cific for use in the Behring sea patrol, 
which it must maintain for a certain 
period in the year in compliance with 
the international agreement with other 
countries. The Shearwater and Al¬ 
gerine usually take turns each year in 
cruising the northern waters, and it 
was the latter's turn to make the trip 
this season. The Canadian govern¬ 
ment offered to send the Rainbow this 
year and the British admiralty accepted 
it. . 

Will Overhaul First. 

Before the Canadian cruiser departs 
ahe will be floated into the drydock at 
Esquimau to have her hull cleaned and 
painted and also to have a little minor 
repair work done to her bottom plates, 
bhe will be thoroughly renovated in the 
interior and some of the guns which 
were taken off her will be set back in 
position. 

It is expected that Commander Hose 
Will take the Rainbow to sea. She has 
^bout 35 men standing by her at the 
present time and when fully manned 
for sea she carries about 180. This will! 
be the first time the cruiser has 
steamed out of Esquimau harbor since 
she was away on a cruise after United 
States poachers on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. ^ 

MAQUINNA GOES TO RIVER. 

This morning the C.P.R. steamer 
Princess Maquinna, Capt. McLedd, left 
port for Pow’ell River and way ports, 
relieving the Princess Royal for one 
trip.

Beattie, July 11.—"While I am not at

The foregoing statement was made ' 
by Frank Waterhouse, president of 
Frank Waterhouse A Co., in an inter¬ 
view yesterday, in w'hlch he also de¬ 
clared that the shipping interests of 
Europe believe that an era of the 
greatest prosperity Is about to dawn 
on the Pacific coast. He returned 
Thursday night from London, England, 
after a three months’ abd^nce abroad. 
He visited the principal ports of jpreat 
Britain, Germany. France. Holland and , 
Belgium In the interest of the upbuild-'' 
ing of the Pacific coast’s commerce* 

"The European ship owjjgrij,” he 
said, "are manifesting tiff* keenest In¬ 
terest regarding future 'business with . 
the Pacific Coast? There appears to 
be a very strong opinion among them I 
that after this fall’s enormous crop Is 
harvested no other part of the world 
should enjoy greater prosperity than 
the coast. 

| "On account of the delays which at¬ 
tended the opening of the Suez canal, 
there is a good deal of skepticism 
among shipowners in Europe as to the 
date on which the Panama canal will 
really be available for regular use by 
vessels of all drafts. In consequence 
of this feeling of uncertainty, final and 
definite plans regarding the building 
of new steamships and the operation of 
lines through the canal have been de- 
loyed.”

St. Johns, Nfld., July 11.—All of 
the passengers on the coastal 
steame'r Invermore, which struck 
on the rocks near Brig Harbor 
Point, on the Labrador coast, last 
night, were landed safely to-day. 
Messages received here from the 
scene of the wreck said that the ' 
steamer filled rapidly after strik¬ 
ing and was to-day resting on the 
rocks with only her top deck above 
water. 

The Invermore struck while try¬ 
ing to avoid the heavy ice north of 
the Strait of Belle Isle. She left 
here July 14 to go as far north as 
the ice would permit. She carried 
a heavy freight cargo and many 
passengers, most of them Labra¬ 
dor fishermen and planters who 
were bound north for the summer. 

The steamship Kyle, with divers 
and wrecking gear, was sent from 
here to-day for Brig Harbor, as 
the officers of the Invermore said 
that there was some hope of re¬ 
floating the vessel. 

Brig Harbor Point Is on the 
north side of Hamilton Inlet, about 
275 miles north of Belle Isle. It Is 
on a desolate stretch of rockbcund 
coast, peopled only by a few scat¬ 
tered families of fishermen. 

The Invermore, formerly called 
the Dromedary, Is owned by the 
Reid Newfoundland Railway com¬ 
pany. She was built at Glasgow 
In 1881 and is 250 feet long. 


On a regular inspection tour of the 
west a party of Great Northern offi¬ 
cials arrived in town this morning from 
Vancouver and at 4.30 o’clock this af¬ 
ternoon proceeded to Seattle on the 
steamer Princess Charlotte. After calling 
on the local agencies of the line, the 
party took automobiles and w’ent out 
on the country roads. The officials 
were delighted with the ride and with 
such beautiful weather prevailing they 
went away well impressed with Vic¬ 
toria.

FIND ANCIENT WRECKAGE 
IN HARBOR OF SHANGHAI 


Shanghai, China, July 11.—A number 
of most interesting discoveries, repre¬ 
senting links with the old trading days 
of Shanghai, have lately been made by 
the harbor authorities. The scouring 
away of the Woosung outer bar has 
necessitated the authorities ascertain¬ 
ing whether there were any obstruc¬ 
tions or dangers to shipping lying on 
the bed of the river, and it was during 
this work that the finds were made. 
Since the conservancy Jetty was erect¬ 
ed the channel was scoured out. and 
now the question of increasing the 
depth 6t water has arisen, It was 
thought by the authorities advisable to 
drag the bed of the river. A glimpse 
into I he old days has been furnished by 
the discovery of the stern-post of a 
vessel, which is thought to be that of 
an old man-of-war. 

It was mAde of solid English oak, 
and going right through the poBt are 
solid copper bolts about one and a half 
I Inches in diameter. Covering the post 
is a sheeting of Muntz metal which, 
despite the fact that it must have been 
lying on the bed of Woosung river for 
a number of years. Is In almost perfect 
condition. The clamps on the stem- 
post are also of solid copper, which 
would give the idea that the ship of 
which they formed part was of much 
superior build to the ordinary class of 
vessel. 

The wreck was discovered last week 
on the south side of the fairway, close 
to the outer bar light-boat and its 
removal gets rid of a dangerous ob¬ 
struction to shipping in the present 
state of the river. In some cases ships 
have been going out drawing 22 feet at 
low water, and such wreckage at the 
bottom of the river, being, of course, 
completely hidden. Is a source of con¬ 
siderable danger. 

In addition to the stem-post, other 
interesting relics have been brought to 
tight, after lying at the bottom of the 
river foe years. In the centre of the

The Imperial parliament can at any 
time nullify or amend an act of the 
Irish legislature. 

Religious equality Is secured, as the 
Irish parliament cannot make a law, 
either directly or Indirectly, to estab¬ 
lish any religion or prohibit or restrict 
the free exercise thereof. Neither can 
It make any religious belief or religious 
ceremony a condition of the validity ef 
any marriage. Ip regard to powers of 
taxation protection Is prohibited. The 
lord-lieutenant of Ireland will give or 
withhold his assent to Irish bills, sub¬ 
ject to the advice of his majesty's min¬ 
isters In London. 

The composition of the Irish houses 
of parliament will be as follows: Sen- 1 
ate, 40 members; House of Commons, 
164 members. A peer may be a member 
of either house of the Irish parliament, 
and an Irish minister can speak In 
either house, but can only vote In that 
to which he belongs. If the two Irish 
houses disagree a Joint sitting will be 
held, the vote of the majority deciding 
the Issue. The senators will in the first 
Instance be nominated by the Imperial 
government, each senator holding office 
for five yenrs. Afterwards they will t>e 
elected by the four provinces as separ¬ 
ate constituencies, the term of office

Y. W. C. A. BOARD MEETS 

Reports Show Activity in All Depart¬ 
ments; Convenors of Working 
Committees Appointsd. 

At the monthly board meeting of the 
Y.W.C.A. held yesterday afternoon at 
the association rooms, Mrs. Frank 
Adams In the chair, the usual reports 
were read, showing that during the 
month of June 6 , 760 meals had been 
served, and that 150 transient resi¬ 
dents had registered during that 
period.

The travelers' aid report showed that 
160 boats and 20 trains had been met, 
and assistance given to 48 girls and 
women. One special case was referred 
to, this being of a girl traveling by her¬ 
self, who, on being taken to the asso¬ 
ciation, was spoken to in ten different 
languages before it was found pos¬ 
sible to converse with her, her ques¬ 
tioners eventually discovering her 
Identity and Ending her safely to her 
friends. 

Committees for the year were ap¬ 
pointed, the convenors being as fol¬ 
lows: Religious work, Mrs. Gillespie; 
finance, Mrs. Gould; membership, Mrs. 
Beckwith; employment, ‘Mrs. Hasell;

Federated Women's Clubs De- 1 . 
dared at Chicago Against 
Modern Styles 


New York, July 4.— A great deal of 
talk has been occasioned by the pro* 
test against the modern styles made 
by the women at the gathering of the 
General Federation of Women's Clubs 
in Chicago recently. The resolution 
stated that th« clothes worn were ex*> 
treme, immodest and lacking In beauty. 
This was signed by 40.000 women. A 
deputation of women was appointed 
in each district to Interview the manu¬ 
facturers and dressmakers and request 
them to design and make simpler and 
more modest dresses.

British Columbia or other bank or busi¬ 
ness houso is not nominated or given 
preference by tlie statute as a place of 
deposit over any other place or person. 
And what, for example, la to become of 
the Immigrant while the case of a dis¬ 
puted and long delayed question of fact 
as to whether or no ho really has $200 
"In hls own right" In. say. a bank tn 
Siam, is being laboriously determined by 
the Immigration authorities hero, and 
how Is It going to be determined, and by 
what machinery, unless by the produc¬ 
tion of the money itself? It Is not safe, 
even, to accept here a banker's pass¬ 
book from India as evidence of tho pos¬ 
session of monoy there, because the 
hank may have received the money and 
closed Its doors the noxt day. whioh vory 
recently happened, unfortunately, to cer¬ 
tain banks In India, In Bombay. And 
even banks In Great Britain as well ae 
In Canada have been known to fall. 
Therefore I think that the Naraln Singh 
case should be over-ruled on this point 
at least and I hold that Order 924, like 
928. la not Invalid because It requires the 
money to be "In actual possession at the 
time of arrival" of the Immigrant. Mr. 
Justice Murphy must have been of the 
same opinion, as to 926, because other¬ 
wise It would have been hls duty to 
grant the writ, and therefore I agree 
with him In this respect. 

Then, as to the argument that 
was addressed to. ue on Sovereignty, 
and the Royal prerogative, and the pow¬ 
ers of Hls Majesty’s Judges, It Is suffi¬ 
cient to say that the statute In question 
lias received Hls Majesty’s assent, and to 
refer to the cases already cited on the 
British North America Act. and In ad¬ 
dition to quote the following extract 
from the recent decision of their Lord- 
ships of the Privy Council In the Fish¬ 
eries Case. Attorney-General for British 
Columbia v. Attorney-General for Can¬ 
ada (1913). A. C. 163. at 162: 

"The business of the Supreme Court of 
Canada is to do what Is laid down as Us 
duty by the Dominion Parliament, and 
the duty of the Judicial Committee, al¬ 
though not bound by any Canadian 
statute. Is to give it as a Court of re¬ 
view such assistance as Is within Its 
power." 

I confess I do not comprehend the re¬ 
ferences to Magna Charta, seo. xxlx., or 
the Habeas Corpus Act The applicant 
has been heard and dealt with according 
to the "law of the land," and neither the 
learned Judge below nor the Board of in¬ 
quiry did "deny or defer to” him "either 
Justice or Right." Hls case simply failed 
below and falls here because there was 
no legal foundation for It. 

Much was said about discrimination 
between the cttlsens u and races of tne 
Empire, and it was .suggested that Can¬ 
ada had not the right to exclude British 
subjects coming from other parts of the 
Empire. As to the latter, the cases above 
cited show Canada has the right beyond 
question, and as to the former, there 
are two answers, first, discrimination Is 
not a ground Of attack upon an act of 
parliament within Its jurisdiction, tne 
course of legislation constantly and 
necessarily Involving the different treat¬ 
ment of various classes even of the 
Crown's own subjects; and second, 
as a matter of fi^ct there Is no 
discrimination at leak| as regards 
the order ln council No. 897 ex¬ 
cluding "all laborers, skilled or un¬ 
skilled," from this province, which alone 
Is sufficient to support the deportation 
order complained of. That prohibition 
covers not only British subjects residing 
In other jparts of the Empire, but ln Can¬ 
ada Itself, to the extent that Canadian 
cltisens of the prohibited class residing 
In other provinces of Canada cannot enter 
this province, and no one has ventured 
to suggest any reason why a native East 
Indian British subject and laborer from 
the Punjab should be allowed the special 
privilege of entering the Province of 
British Columbia when even a native 
Canadian Indian, a British subject and 
laborer from, say. the adjoining sister 
Province of Alberta, who attempted to 
cross the boundary Into this Provlnoe 
and work ln a salmon oannery or log¬ 
ging camp would be turned back. That 
would. Indeed, be a strange conception 
and perversion of British c Risen ship 


which would give to others greater rights 
and privileges in Canada than are there¬ 
in possessed and enjoyed by Canadians 
themselves. Though In view of the legis¬ 
lative power which exists this element of 
discrimination Is Immaterial, yet I think 
It desirable to make these observations 
owing to the evident misapprehension 
existing In certain quarters. 

The result Is that the deportation order 
Is a valid one, and therefore the order 
of Mr. Justice Murphy dismissing the 
application for a writ of habeas corpus 
should be affirmed.

It Is understood that another twelve- 
month Is likely to elapse before Prin¬ 
cess Mary Is seen at court. 

80 far Princess Mary Is known to 
very few outside her own family and a 
few of her Intimate It lends, but It may 
be said that she possesses a character 
and disposition that can only be de¬ 
scribed as lovable. Sho is her mother’s 
constant companion and Is literally 
adored by each of her brothers, while 
she Invariably has a kind word and a 
smile for all with whom she Is brought 
Into contact or who are called upon to 
render her any service. She Is some¬ 
what shy and retiring; and It Is only 
when with a few friends of her own 
age and tastes that she really shows 
herself In her true light. 

The late Sir Richard Holmes, for 
many years the royal librarian at 
Windsor Castle, once wrote of Princess 
Mary ln the following terms: 

"Frank and open In countenance, 
high spirited ln character and affec¬ 
tionate In disposition, Princess Mary 
will when she leaves schoolroom and 
comes out In the social world take all 
hearts by storm. She Is so natural, so 
I Jolly and so brimming over with the 
energy and Joy of life. An old man, 
I hope I may be pardoned for trying 
to look Into the future, and I must ad¬ 
mit that I often wonder who will win 
the hand of our princess. What an 
Immensely lucky man he will bel" 
Riding Her favorite Pastime. 

Of late years Princess Mary has de¬ 
veloped a great liking for the open 
air and riding is her favorite pastime. 
This Is largely due to the Influence of 
the king, whose constant companion 
she Is when the court Is staying either 
at Buckingham Palace or York Cot¬ 
tage. 80 far she has not yet made her 
appearance in the Row, but it Is Ex¬ 
pected that this, will be done when 
King George resumes hls morning 
rides here later tn the season. She is 
rapidly developfihg Into a first-rate 
horsewoman and during the past hunt¬ 


ing season rode to hounds upon more 
than one occasion. 

The queen, curiously enough, has a 
great fear of horses, and It Is now 
some years since last she took a ride, 
while she confesses to a feeling of ner¬ 
vousness whenever her daughter Is out 
riding and until she returns. Princess 
Mary, on the other hand, shows no 
fear at all when out riding and has 
often outpaced the whole of her 
brothers In a sharp gallop through 
the Great Park at Windsor. 

When the court Is at Windsor and 
her elder brothers are passing their 
holidays there Princess Mary Is often 
to be seen on the Thames steering a 
skiff pulled by the young princes, and 
tn this she shows considerable dex¬ 
terity, the favorite haunts of the royal 
party being either Virginia Water or I 
the "Old Cut" near Datchet. Next to 
riding, boating Is her favorite outdoor 
pastime. She swims well, but does 
this rather more as a matter of duty 
and for the sake of her health than 
from any real liking for the 4port. 

May Now Choose Her Own Dresses. 

The princess is now advanced to the 
dignity of being allowed to choose her 
own dress, within certain • limits of 
course, and usually under the advice 
of the queen. She prefers a very 
simple style of dress and is not per -1 
mitted to wear much Jewelry. Such 1 
ornaments as she Is to be seen wear -1 
lng from time to time are quite simple! 
ln their character and are for the I 
most part presents that have been 
made to her by the members of her 
family. 

Curiously like the queen, both ln 
face, figure and many of her likes and 
dislikes, Princess Mary shows this no 
more conspicuously than she does in 
tftr liking for having an umbrella with 
Jier no matter where she may be going 
nor what the weather conditions may 
be. 

From her earliest years Princess 
Mary has been carefully trained by 
her mother In what may be perhaps 
described as the domestic arts, and 
was taught how to cook simple dishes 
at quite an early age. She la, too, an 
excellent needlewonjan, and Is of 
great assistance to her mother ln this 
direction, ln the manufacture of the 
thousands of warm and useful gar¬ 
ments that the queen makes year by 
year for distribution every Christmas. 

Ther© had been friction between the 
choir and minister for some time past, 
but so far the singers had more than 
held their own. However, one Sunday 
morning the minister, after listening to 
the singing of the usual anthem, an¬ 
nounced In a loud, clear voice, "My 
text this morning will be, ‘Now, when 
the uproar had ceased.' ” For a mo¬ 
ment the members of the choir looked 
crestfallen. They felt that the parson 
had scored for once. Then ln the soft¬ 
est of whfspcrs they decided to make % 
slight alteration ln the musical pro¬ 
gramme, and* when the sermon con¬ 
cluded the organ pealed forth and the 
choir triumphantly sang, “Now it Is 
high time to wake from sleep.”

1839. The matter won referred to ar¬ 
bitration and New Brunswick lost the 
larger and more valuable portion of 
the disputed territory, while the Do¬ 
minion of the future was shut off from 
an Atlantic winter port, and a wedge 
of American soil was pushed up Into 
the heart of the maritime provinces.
